Named in Honor of 
Prairies

OTTAWA, Aug. 22, — The new | 


destroyer flotilla leader, acquired 

from the admiralty for the Royal 

Canadian navy, will be named the 

Assiniboine, and will be stationed 
at Esquimalt to lead the Pacific 
half flotilla, 

The Assiniboine is the first ship to 
be named in honor of the prairies. 
All Canadian destroyers are being 
named after rivers, 

Two ships have been named for 
BC, rivers, the Skeena and the Fra- 
eer. Two have been named for 
Quebec rivers, the Saguenay and St 
Laurent, One for Ontario, the Ot- 
tuwa and one for the Maritimes, the 
Restigouche. 

Ali the names with the excep- 
tion of the Fraser and St. Laurent, | 
are of Indian origin, the B.C. river 
being Scottish and the Quebec of 
French derivation, 

The Maritimes sought to have the 
ship named after a Nova Scotia 
river (the Restigouche being New 
Brunswick) but Hon. lan MacKenzie 
Substituted the Assiniboine to give 
the west an interest in the navy as 
there are numerous young men from 
the prairies in the service. 

The Assiniboine will arrive from 
England to join the winter manocu- 
vres off the West Indies and will 
then proceed through the Panama 
to Esquimalt to take the lead. She 
is.a faster and somewhat larger de- 
stroyer than the existing six, with, 
more speed and power 

It is expected later that a similar 
flotilla leader will be acquired later)

The Danger Continues 


An ominous hush has fallen upon Europe, 
similar to the quiet Lloyd George once 
called “the hush which precedes the hur- 
ricane.” Rumors of war are running their 
snarling course over a darkening conti- 
nent. Europe still is at peace, but it is a 
peace of apprehension. 

What is Poland going to do? Will she 
capitulate before the relentless German 
pressure or make a last stand in defence 
of rights which, she maintains, to yield 
would be death as well as dishonor. That 
is the central issue, before which all others 
dwarf into casual insignificance. 

During the sombre developments of 
the past few days, Polish leaders have 
kept silent as to their intention. German 
and Danzig officials have loudly pro- 
claimed their policies; Italy has broken 
into full cry against Poland; the Pope has 
tried to rally the scattered moral forces of 
the world in a brave appeal for peace; 
England and France watch emergency 
cabinet meetings called in an anxious hour. 
Poland alone does not say what she will 
do. But it is the silence of an unshakable 
resolution, not the exhausted silence of 
despair. 

The moment Poland is forced to fight 
for Danzig and the Polish corridor, the 
British and French guarantees to place all 
their armed strength at her disposal be- 
come immediately operative. That is why 
Poland's decision forms the crux of the 
situation, 

Last Tuesday, government officials in 
London were quoted in the New York 
Times as having definitely abandoned the 
idea of bringing pressure to bear upon 
Poland to sue for peace at Germany’s 
hands. Lingering advocates of appease- 
ment still exist, but even they recognize 
that neither Britain nor France can inter- 
vene without Poland’s consent. Thus far 
Poland has not given the faintest sign that 
she even contemplates making any such 
gesture. Col. Back, her foreign minister, 
has indignantly denied Poland ever would 
make such a gesture of surrender to force. 

The fact that Belgium and other small 
states are meeting to draft a common 
policy is ample proof they know that a 
war over Danzig will not be confined to 
eastern Europe. It will run riot over the 
whole continent. Once again it will be a 
major clash between the armed forces of 
Great Powers. 

Germany and Italy have been doing 
most of the talking and parading. Urgent- 
ly imperative is it, therefore, for Cham- 
berlain and Daladier to speak out, in 
forthright, challenging terms, ere it is too 
late, and to warn Hitler and Mussolini that 
another impulsive step may unleash a 
fatal sequence of military forces that 
would put peace beyond rescue by the re- 
sources of European diplomacy. 

Hitler has come to the edge of the 
abyss. He again holds the sinister threat 
of war before the world, counting on 
frayed nerves and anxious judgments to 
be his allies. That is why the supreme 
need of the hour is for a sober courage, a 
wise steadfastness and an unflinching 
refusal to be stampeded into a panic. Any- 
thing else is simply playing into his hands. 

Today’s cabinet meetings in Britain 
and France are immensely important. A 
firm stand at this eleventh hour may still 
avail to recover the initiative for the de- 
mocracies and thereby give a new lease of 
life to the threatened peace of the world. 


Alaska and Refugees 


Harold Ickes, secretary of the interior 
for the United States, believes that Euro- 
pean industries that have been broken up 
can be started in Alaska with profit to this 
continent. He points out that Alaska’s 
territory, climate and resources are equal 
to all Scandinavia, whose population is 
12,000,000, while the population of the 
northern possession of the United States 
is only 60,000. 

The report issued by Mr. Ickes’ depart 
ment, prepared by his under-secretary, 
Harry Slattery, shows Alaska has water- 
power, timber, minerals, fish and fur upon 
which an expanded economy may be built. 
At present, the report argues, limitation 
of immigration has had a tragic effect 
upon Alaska. Immediate lowering of the 
barriers is advocated, so that new indus- 
tries might be set up to produce goods 
the United States now imports from 
Europe. 

Should the plan not be balked, Canada 
might benefit to a material degree by the

The proposal’s chief merit is that it 
puts a definite project for coping with the 
refugee problem before the public for con- 
sideration. Mr. Ickes says 98 per cent of 
Alaska is public land available for home- 
steads, factory sites, fur farms, and other 
productive pursuits, provided capital can 
be raised to enable the new settlers to cir- 
cumvent the initial difficulties. He scoffs 
at arguments that the Alaska climate is 
too rigorous, stating that in southern and 
Southeastern Alaska, both climatic condi- 
tions and shipping facilities are favorable. 

If more government officials emulate 
Mr. Ickes’ example and advance construc- 
tive proposals, something ef note may yet 
be done for European refugees. Expres- 
sions of sympathy are not enough. 


Should Married Women Work? 


An almost constant rain of abuse has 
beaten upon women who have jobs, ever 
since hard times flung men on relief. Mar- 
ried women are the special target of this 
criticism. It is claimed that these women 
have taken away work that otherwise 
would have supported men urgently in 
need of it. 

The International Federation of Wom- 
en, hurt by this talk, decided to find out 
how much truth sustained these charges. 
Labor conditions in twelve countries were 
reviewed, with results that brought great 
cheer to the federation. It found ‘that 
about half the women who answered the 
questions on this subject were married. 
Almost ali the married women provide 
partial support to their dependents, and 
some are compelled, due to the illness of 
their husbands or for other reasons, to as- 
sume sole charge of household expenses. 

The finding is that the vast majority 
of married women work not because they 
want to, but because they have to. Taking 
their jobs away from them, the federation 
says, might open up a few positions for 
men now unemployed. But that would be 
offset by the number of families now sup- 
ported by women who then would become 
public charges. 

The federation, naturally, is anxious 
to put the best case forward it can for the 
employed women it represents. But if the 
figures it cites are correct, the conclusion 
seems to be that in most instances mar- 
ried women who are working may be pre- 
Where the hus- 
band, however, is making enough money 
to look after the family, it seems an abuse 
of this principle to allow his wife to make 
an additional salary. Public good demands 
that such a situation should be corrected 
wherever it is found.

Can a man be too good for his job, especially 
if the job is the writing of stories and plays? 
You'd say not, yet when Leonard Merrick passed 
away a few days ago his fame was greatest 
among his fellow-writers. He never attained 
“best seller” rank, though Sir J. M. Barrie called 

him “the novelist’s novelist.” 
A NOVELISTS Even among general readers his 
NOVELIST support came largely from this

“Conrad in Quest of His Youth” was his 
best known novel, which if you have not read, 
you should begin at once.

had been intended for the bar, but preferred 
acting at which he failed and writing at which 
he had more success, He told some American 
reporters that the reason for his limited sales 
in England was “without the least doubt, because 
the majority of my books deal with artists, 
musicians, painters, sculptors, writers, and all 
of them have not arrived. Considering that the 
English people are less interested in art than 
any white people on the face of the globe, why 
should I expect them to read my stuff.”

The New Army 


The unanimity with which the revival of the 
compulsory system has been accepted has been 
altogether remarkable; but it is easily under- 
stood as springing from the deep-rooted instincts 
of a nation that throughout its history, as Colonel 
Hawkes’ article shows, has considered this the 
natural way of meeting any direct threat to its 
security. For reasons strongly founded in poli- 
tical experience the Engksh have distrusted 
standing armies in time of peace as a danger to 
liberty, The training of such a force as the new 
militia, at a time when the use of the word peace 
seems almost a violence to language, is precisely 
the reverse. It will be a body filled with the 
very spirit of democratic liberty, to preserve 
which it is being created. More even than the 
war-time army it promises to be a socially levell- 
ing force, in which the richest and the poorest 
will serve side by side on equal terms, an experi- 
ence profitable to both, and, it seems, already 
welcomed by both.—The Times, London. 


The German Loan 


Sleepy democracy must be waking up. The 
United States securities exchange commission 
has called a halt to a new Nazi scheme to help 
German arms buying. The Nazis proposed to 
sell $73,000,000 of 50-year 3 per cent German 
bonds in the United States. Proceeds would 
service German corporation and municipal 
bonds unloaded on Uncle Sam's easy mark 
bankers in pre-Hitler days. 

On the surface, because the Nazis will not 
allow any cash to leave Germany, they are ask- 
ing Americans to. help preserve German credit 
by paying current German debts in the United 
States with long term, low interest rate secur- 
ities. With this new credit and the cash saved 
at home, more guns, tanks, rifles, poison gas 
and bombs can be created. But a still more 
sinister implication is that these new German 
bonds unquestionably would be sold to the 
deluded victims of Nazi propaganda in the 
United States. Two objectives would be at- 
tained; new credit for war materials and the 
establishment of a financial reason for keeping 
German-Americans in the Nazi camp. 

This is a subject that needs careful watch- 
ing in Canada; there is little doubt but that 
something similar will be attempted here— 
Winnipeg Free Press.

Hitler Over the Catholic Church 


Rosenberg is the one who sets the philo- 
sophic tone for the Nazis. He it was who said 
last year: “The Catholic church must dis- 
appear.” News dispatches have since proven 
that this was no empty declamation, but an 
edict; for the Gestapo has been constantly 
arresting members of the clergy on trumped- 
up charges of “resistance to Naziism”; mon- 
asteries have been forcibly entered and searched 
for “concealed arms” and the Catholic press is 
harried for “criticisms distasteful to National 
Socialism.” This has been the case in Bohemia, 
Moravia, in Austria and wherever the Nazis 
wield control or influence. 

The attack on the Catholic church in Austria 
is especially significant. It is in effect the direct 
reply of Hitler that not even a policy of con- 
ciliation on the part of the Catholic leaders 
will do. Despite the fact that Cardinal Innitzer 
came forward to welcome the Nazi troops into 
Austria, Hitler's treatment of the Catholic church 
remains unchanged. Priests in Austria have 
been arrested, sermons censored, religious 
schools closed, and many schoo] buildings have 
been converted into army barracks. Govern- 
ment commissioners have taken over the admin- 
istration of Austria's largest monasteries. The 
church is forbidden to appoint parish priests or 
higher dignitaries without submitting the names 
to Nazi party authorities for approval. 

Moreover, the person of Cardinal Innitzer 
has heen subjected to indignity and even to 
danger. Shortly after the invasion of Austria 
the prelate was greeted at the parish church 
with rotten eggs and potatoes. Last October 
Nazis broke into his palace in Vienna, partially 
destroyed the building and injured a number of 
priests, To protect the Cardinal's life, the papal 
flag was removed from his limousine and its 
license number changed. At about this time 
another leading figure in world Catholicism died 
at Dachau, the most dreaded of the Nazi con- 
centration camps. This was Dr. Freidrich 
Funder, former editor of the “Reichspost,” the 
Christian Socialist paper in Vienna, 

It seems clear that this is to be expected 
in all areas that fall under Nazi control; in 
Poland, too, if Poland were conquered, and 
in that country more than 70 per cent of the 
population are of the Catholic faith.—Toronto 
Star,

Your Health -

When a rupture has not pro- 
Ere ssed too far there is sometimes | 

a possibility of correcting it through 
developing stronger abdominal | 
muscles and through reducing the 
internal pressure, 

As soon as the lump shows itself, 
it is wise for the patient immedi- 
ately to secure a good rupture sup- 


port and to wear it constantly un- | 


til he is assured by his physician 
that a complete cure has been 
established, 

The next thing to do is to start 
developing the abdominal muscles 
through taking a special series of 
exercises, All of those which are 
taken while lying on the back will 
be helpful. These must be 


least twice daily. Only the easier 
exercises should be undertaken at 
first, and as strength increases, the 


harder ones may be added. A truss 
must be worn while doing the exer- 
cises, 

At the same time, the patient 
should employ all measures pos- 
sible to produce as flat an abdomen 
as possible. The quantity of food 
must be kept to the minimum of 


the body's requirements, All foods 
which are especially gas-forming 
should be avoided 


It is a good plan to take at least 
one enema each day, and if possible 
two daily enemas should be used, 
employing a quart of plain warm 
water each time, The enema 
taken in the knec -chest position 
and the rupture support should be 
worn at the same time 
may be continued for several days 
weeks, if necessary 
Walks should be taken each day 
to increase the general strength 
and to produce a better tone of the

In those cases where the injec- 
tions are inadvisable, it is reassur- 
ing to the patient to learn that the 
improved operative techniques of 
today make it possible to correct 
rupture through surgery. In severe 
cases, I suggest that the patient talk 
his case over frankly with his 
doctor and secure the 
vice as to which method of treat- 
ment is most desirable
